CZESTOCHOWA, Poland — 
Pope John Paul IPs eight-day visit 
to Poland, p ainstakingly arranged 
by the Communist authorities in 
hopes of bolsterring their virtually 
nonexistent popularity and ending 
their international isolation, has 
turned instead into a vast public 
outpouring of support-far the out- 
lawed Solidarity urnon. 

The result, in the view of many 
diplomats and others, -has been a 
stunning propaganda disaster for 
the government that could have se- 
rious political repercussions for the 
government of General Wqjdech 
Janizelski.

WASHINGTON — The Defense 
Department plans to move 20,000 
people and spend more than $1 bil- 
lion a year if full deployment of 
ground-launched cruise' missiles 
takes place in Europe, according to 
recently released congressional tes- 
timony. 

Congress has been trying to keep 
costs at a minimum because the 
United States is negotiating with 
the Soviet Union to eliminate or 
limit the number of the cruise mis- 
siles to be deployed in five NATO 
countries. 

But the administration is press- 
ing for major expenditures on sup- 
port facilities at the missile bases, 
in part to persuade the Russians 
that the United Stales is serious 
about going ahead with the missile 
plan. 

According to W.G. (Bill! Hefner. 
Democrat of North Carolina and 
chairman of the House Appropria- 
tions subcommittee on military 
construction, full deployment of 
464 missiles at six bases ‘'wifi move 
almost 20,000 U.S. personnel, de- 
pendents and civilians to Europe” 
and cost “more than $l billion an- 
nually in operating and mainte- 
nance costs." 

The estimates were given in a 
closed hearing before Representa- 
tive Hefner’s subcommittee in 
March when Pentagon officials 
presented the first full picture of 
costs and personnel implications if 
the missile deployment begins as 
planned in December. The hearing 
record has since been published 
with some material deleted for se- 
curity reasons. 

During the session. Pentagon of- 
ficials disclosed that construction 
activity or surveys have begun in 
all five countries scheduled to 
receive the missiles, including the 
Netherlands and Belgium, whose 
governments have not publicly ap- 
proved deployment 
Other cruise missile bases in- 
dude one. in Italy, one in West 
Germans usd two m Britain.* 
Aceorcling to Mr. Hefner, con- 
struction costs for the bases will be 
SI -2 billion, with the United States 
paying $950 million and the 
NATO allies the rest. 

Part of the high construction 
cost, according to the Defease De- 
partment, swans from the need to 
build housing and other facilities 
for dependents of missile personnel 


in such places as Comiso, Sicily, 
site of the Italian base. 

The fiscal 1984 request for $29.9 
million for Comiso includes 
landscaping, a recreational dub 
and swimming pool, a library, an 
arts and crafts snqp, a bank and a 
credit union. 

The subcommittee last year took 
the position that construction out- 
lays for the cruise missile bases 
should be kepi to a minimum and 
limited to operational facilities be- 
cause of the U 3.- Soviet arms nego- 
tiations.

The cosily community support 
projects. Defense Department wit- 
nesses argued, are. like the missiles 
themselves, bargaining chips in the 
arms talks with the Soviet Union at 
Geneva. 

“Successful anns-conuol negoti- 
ations will be possible only if the 
Soviets are convinced we are pre- 
pared to go ahead with a full-scale 
deployment of these weapons 
along with a full complement of 
personnel," the department told 
the subcommittee in a written re- 
sponse to questions. 

“If we hesitate in (his instance," 
the department response said 
about building facilities for de- 
pendents, “it could provide a signal 
to the Soviet Union that we are less 
than serious about fielding" the 
cruise missiles.

Kuwaiti Stake in VW

Compiled by Os* staff From Dispatches eastern Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley, 
BEIRUT — Two Syrian colonels 
and five other soldiers were killed 
Monday afternoon in an ambush 
on a seaside highway south of the 
Lebanese port of Tripoli, security 
sources said. 

Unidentified gunmen reportedly 
detonated a roadside homo as two 
jeeps carrying with Syrian troops 
drove south on the coastal road to 
Beirut about nine miles (15 kilome- 
ters) south of Tripoli, Lebanon’s 
second dty. 

As the jeeps exploded, the at- 
tackers opened up with heavy gun- 
fire. 

The Christian Phalangis t radio 
said two heutenamcokwek and a 
captain died iq the ambush. 

Syrian troops controlling most 
of northern Lebanon, n mn ca iat dy 
blocked roads, and intermittent' 
iting could he beard in various 
s, the broadcast said. 

The attack was one of the most 
serious against'Syrian troops since 
they moved into Lebanon in 1976 
as the dominant troops in the Arab 
Deterrent Force after the Lebanese 
civil war.

IMMOKALEE, Florida — Now 
that (he money is gone, Buis Pierre 
realizes he should have known bet- 
ter.

But, for 18 years, farm laborers 
pul away their cash at Fred's Barn 
Market Buses left them at Fred's 
after a day in (he Grids, and Fred's 
was the place where they shopped 
and packed up mail Although 
Fred's paid no interest on deposits, 
it stayed open late. A man could 
get at his money at night and on 
weekends, as long as he looked so- 
ber: 

Immokalee, a farm community 
of rich growers and poor Grid 
bands, has a regular bank, but it is 
down tbe road m the “good" neigh- 
borhood, and its tellers wear nice 
dothes and ask migrants to fill out 
forms they cannot always under- 
stand. Besides, some farm workers 
worry about information getting to . 
tbe staff at the food stamp office 
and at the Immigration and Natur- 
alization Service. 

So they saved at Fred’s. But 
Fred’s filed for bankruptcy a week 
ago, and now the lost money repre- 
sents km hope. A lawyer in a coat 
and tie tedd the migrants w get m 
line with the others at bankruptcy 
court. 

“Three babies, bellies enyty, big 
problem," Mr. Rare said, inter- 
rupting a torrent of Creole with a 
try at English.

It is gone now, but debts re- 
main, the bills layering a table in a 
cluttered room. 

“Landlord told me I can stay 
two, three months, then Fll have to 
move," he said. “Big problem.” 

Friends are at his side, caugbt in 
the same predicament. Rossiuy Sl 
C lair lifted a dollar from his bill- 
fold. his last one, he said. 

“Everyone who comes to the 
U.S. puts money in Fred’s Bain," 
Mr. St Clair said. “Americans put 
money. Haitians put money. Mexi- 
cans, everyone, not just me."

High Tech for NATO 


New U.S. Flexibility Offers Reason for Hope Resentment 


High tech, the industrial world's answer to 
everything, is held out also as a way to rid the 
West of the burden of threatening “first use” 
of nuclear weapons in Europe. Super-smart 
missiles and other nonnuclear weapons, it is 
said, could help reduce NATO's defense costs, 
conserve manpower and, by supplanting the 
nuclear strategy, disarm the peace movement 
on the Continent. 

It sounds (ike a quick fix for moral and 
physical discomfort. But desirable as the new 
weapons appear, they will not come quick or 
cheap and mil not end the nuclear problem. 

What high tech can do — according to an 
impressive study by 50 European and Ameri- 
can experts — is help avoid the early use of 
nuclear weapons in the most dangerous, if 
least likely, NATO contingency: a nonn uclea r 
Soviet surprise attack. What high tech alone 
cannot do, the study makes dear, is allow the 
West to rely only on nonnuclear defenses. 
Conventional defense requires more m en , 
money and equipment than the allies have 
ever provided. 

The study, sponsored by the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, reflects the 
views of General Bernard Rogers, NATO’s su- 
preme commander. Among the signers is 
McGeorge Bundy, a former White House se- 
curity adviser who believes that the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization should renounce 
“fust use" and build up its nonmidear forces. 

The report endorses General Rogers's pre- 
diction that, by 1990, electronic devices and 
nonnuclear missiles could perform some func- 
tions now assigned to nuclear weapons. Early 
in any conflict, they could take out airfields 
and bridges and delay Soviet reinforcements. 
The effect would be a still more “flexible” re- 
sponse — the NATO doctrine of employing 


nonnuclear defeases as long as posable. 

High-tech insurance against early resort to 
nuclear weapons may cost S20 billion. It 
would require the NATO nations to raise their 
annual military budgets by a real 4 percent, 
instead of the agreed 3 percent that most are 
fading to meet 

How long the high-tech weapons could sub- 
stitute for nuclear weapons depends on the na- 
ture of the attack. At present if the West woe 
completely surprised. General Rogers expects 
that nuclear weapons would be needed within 
days, perhaps hours. High tech could extend 
that margin — but not for long. 

A conventional defense is more feasible if 
two or three weeks of acute crisis alerted 
NATO to mobilize and move in reinforce- 
ments. But even then, American forces could 
only fight for a month at most and some Eu- 
ropeans for only 10 days, before running out 
or trained troops, equipment and supplies. 

The Pentagon is budgeting 590 tnBion over 
five years for just one facet of the problem of 
extending this time: to build a 90-day supply 
of munitions. Even 90 days, however, is less 
than half the time needed to build production 
lines for a protracted conventional war. And 
allied governments are suspicious of efforts to 
preserve the nonnuclear option for too long. 
They believe one purpose is to confine a major 
war to Western Europe, and they fear this 
would make war less unthinkable in Moscow. 

NATO's real choice, for now, is not between 
nuclear deterrence and conventional defense. 
Either alone looks to be less secure than a 
combination. But the right combination can 
further reduce the pressure to use nuclear 
weapons and. would leave more time, even in 
war, for diplomacy to avert disaster.

Five of the Democratic Party’s six presiden- 
tial candidates (Reubin Askew is the excep- 
tion) advocate some form of “industrial poli- 
cy” But what is it? The candidates talk of 
things from trade policy to tax reform, but the 
proposals can be put into two groups: collabo- 
rative decision-making by different segments 
of society (business, labor, government), and 
investment, or direction of the flow of invest- 
ment, by the American government 
Collaborative decision-making has become 
more attractive since nations such as Japan 
and France applied it and attained higher 
growth rates than the United States in the 
1970s. Three candidates — Gary Hart, Ernest 
HoOings and Walter Mondale — call for such 
action. Senator Hart wants “long-term agree- 
ments to help industries become more compet- 
itive"; Senator Rollings wants government “to 
act as a catalyst" lo “make our industrial base 
competitive again”; Mr. Mondale wants "co- 
operative agreements” to “restructure and re- 
vitalize ailing industries.” 

It is interesting that these Democrats seem 
to be calling for an end to what has been Dem- 
ocratic (and national) policy since 1935: the 
conduct of relations between management and 
labor on an adversary basis with government 
acting, if at all as referee. Many people agree 
that such adversary relations do not always 
serve tbe public interest But few have grap- 
pled with the question of how to convince 
managers and labor leaders, not to mention 
public officials, to discard lifelong habits. 

Regarding government direction of invest- 
ment, some proposals here are sensible, in- 
cluding John Glenn's and Gary Hart’s call for 


increased public and private funding for re- 
search and development- Others are more du- 
bious. like Mr. Mondale's proposal to steer 
capital away from mergers and toward re- 
search and development The history of gov- 
ernment attempts to control private capital 
flows is not a happy one. 

Alan Cranston has called for a new Recon- 
struction Finance Cotp. and Senator Hollings 
and Mr. Mondale advocate, vaguely, govern- 
ment investment in key industries. Senator 
Cranston gives first priority to “sunset indus- 
tries" — older industries in trouble. Candi- 
dates give Up service to the need to invest in 
“sunrise industries” — new industries that 
might grow. But it is sunset industries with 
their existing work forces, unions and mana- 
gers that have the political clout. Nearly half 
tbe members of Congress are members of the 
Steel Caucus. Only a handful identify with the 
"microchip industry. 

The United States already has a variety of 
policies that could be called industrial policies, 
from the interstate highway system to agricul- 
tural subsidies to the Chrysler loan guarantee. 
The successes of some of them should not ob- 
scure their cautionary lessons. If the Demo- 
crats center their presidential campaign on in- 
dustrial policy ana then win, there win be ter- 
rific incentive for ailing industries to seek pub- 
lic money. Scandals like those that tarred tbe 
Reconstruction Finance Corp. in the 1940s are 
the least of the problem. There is a danger that 
what is called an industrial policy win mainly 
prop up inefficient industries and retard 
economic growth.

"I've dreamt about Chinese people 
crawling all over my bed” Why 
Chinese people? "Because I’ve 
been studying the geography and 
population of China," she replied. 
“I’d wake up in a cold sweat, trying 
to remember population figures." 

Her friend Daisy Nichols spoke 
of the doak-and-dagger intelli- 
gence work some students under- 
took, usually with embarrassing re- 
sults. ‘T got an urgent call from 
somebody last night who said he 
had a friend at the Education Min- 
istry who told him all tbe questions 
on the exam," she said "Of course, 
all the information was wrong.” 

Francois Cbevallier described 
the bac as "an entirely negative ex- 
perience.” “There’s nothing more 
important than passing, because | 
you can't do anything if you fail 
the bac,” he said "But the other 
ride is that passing doesn’t neces- 
sarily guarantee you a job or any- 
thing else.”

But Miss Bobb, a bankruptcy lawyer from Monterey, Califor- 
nia, balked when asked whether she was married — and, if so, 
what her husband’s occupation was. 

She said she did not mink it was fair that, white female jurors 
bad been asked about their spouses, no such questions had been 
of male jurors. “What’s relative to women is relative to 
men," she said . 

Miss Bobb was found in contempt and sentenced to one day m 
jail Backed by the American Civil Liberties Unkm, she chal- 
lenged the contempt order as unconstitutional Such questions. 
Miss Bobb acknowledged, were permissible in guarding against 
juror prejudice: But, die said, when they were asked in a discrimi- 
natory manner — only of women — they constituted a dental of 
equal protection.

More U.S. Firms 
Are Going Private

. NEW YORX — Going public is almost .always a bonanza for 
- the owners of young, growing companies. The founders sdl some 
of their shares to die public and put q »s h in (he bank. But finan- 
cial strategy is coming full circle. Now, taking companies private 
is becoming lucrative and popular as wdL 

More and increasingly larger com panies are buying back their 
shares and becoming dosely held a gain , mainly through daring 
financial arrangements known as leveraged buyouts. 

The latest case is Norton Simon Inc. A group led by its chair- 
man and chief executive, David J. Mahoney, an June 6 proposed 
& $1.65-bflliou bid to take the c on s u mer products company pri- 
vate. Then on June 14, Koblbeig, Kravis, Roberts & Co, an 
investment firm that specializes in «««wnhHng leveraged buyouts, 
made a higher offer for a competing group. 

Norton Simon would be following the path of several other 
large companies, including CangpLeum Corp., pfllmgfiam Corp. 
and HoudaHe Industries, all of which had been listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange before going private in the last few yeais. 

Just who wins in leveraged buyouts seems dean managers, 
who enjoy new flexibilit y and stand to fncrwiap- their pe rsonal 

-wealth; lenders, who chaise high interest rates, and investment 
bankers, who arrange the manges. Whether the shareholders who 
seQ their stock do as wdl is not as certain. 

In a typical leveraged buyout, so-called because of the high 
level of debt in relation to equity, a management group puts up a 
relatively small amount of money and uses the company and its 
assets as collateral to borrow a relatively large sum to buy tin: 
outstanding equity, some lenders take shares, too. The company's 
cash flow is used to pay off the debt, anf ^ management h as the 
option of selling stock to the public a g ain later. 

Leveraged buyouts are also used by public companies that de- 
ride to spin off what they consider superfluous divisions, selling 
them to current managers or other investors. 

The deals involve agnificant risk because of the enonnons debt 
they entafl. General Electric Credit Corp., which set up a lever- 
aged-buyout division in mid- 1980 and finances and invests in 
about a dozen a year, acknowledges one failure. It was a food

Lenders, though, are most interested in management's record, 
said Robert L Goldman, president of Congress Financial Corp., a 
New York-based lending affiliate of the Philadelphia National 
Bank, which finances leveraged buyouts.

International Monetary Fund, for- 
eign banking sources in Caracas 
said. 

Venezuela’s plan, proposed in 
New York earner this month by 
Finance Minister Arturo Sosa, in- 
volves rescheduling $163 billion in 
debts due in 1983 and 1984 and 
drawing $118 billion from the 
IMF under relatively soft terms. 

The government says its eco- 
nomic problems are temporary, 
and it is reluctant to lake drastic 
measures in an election year. 

Following major debt packages 
arranged for Brazil, Mexico and 
Argentina, Venezuela's reschedul- 


ing plans have made slow progress. 
The government has only recently 
managed to quantify its 527-billion 
public sector foreign debt. 

The government first ap- 
proached the banks and the IMF 
in March, soon after introducing 
exchange controls for the first time 
in 18 years. Banks agreed then to 
grant a 90-day moratorium on for- 
: government agn debt capital repayments for 
stiff economic negotiations on rescheduling. 


But when Mr. Sosa began formal 
talks with a 13-bank advisory com- 
mittee June 6. his economic pro- 
posals met a lukewarm reception 
and several questions were asked 
about overdue loan interest pay- 
ments. 

The meeting was nearing a stale- 
mate after banks told Mr. Sosa 
they would not consider his res- 
cheduling proposal unless Vene- 
zuela accepted a strict IMF pro- 
gram, bankers said. 

The bankers were concerned that 
Venezuela, one of the more solid 
Latin American economies with 
$9.8 billion in reserves, would nor 
adopt economic measures tough 


enough to resolve its foreign ex- 
change crisis. 

Facing elections in December, 
the government said it would avoid 
a standby credit from the IMF 
with its strict economic perform- 
ance targets and instead seek a 
$1.1 -billion loan from the IMF's 
Compensatory Financing Facility, 
which normally carries softer con- 
ditions. 

An IMF mission that visited Ca- 
racas in March recommended dras- 
tic economic measures, including a 
28-percent devaluation of the cur- 
rency and freeing price and import 
controls. 

The government’s plans for eco- 
nomic recovery are much more 
gradual and involve unifying the 
exchange rate by 1985, budget cuts, 
new’ taxes and higher tariffs for 
public services. Mr. Sosa has said 
Venezuela's priority was to correct 
a $1 -billion current account deficit 
this year through import controls. 

Venezuela’s advisory committee 

f iut the 1983 deficit at double that 
igure and called for a much faster 
program for economic adjustment. 


Bankers worried about the econ- 
omy say that since a three-tier ex- 
change rate was introduced in 
Marco, trade finance to Venezuela 
has almost dried up because local 
importers were unable to pay exist- 
ing debts at the new rate. 

The government has so far 
refused to address the problem of 
private sector debts estimated at $5 
billion to $7 bflh’on and has asked 
banks to roll over these mostly 
short-term obligations. 

The banks want private sector 
debts included in overall reschedul- 
ing plans. 

Further progress on rescheduling 
now hinges on the economic pro- 
gram Venezuela agrees on with an 
IMF mission due July MX 

The final outcome of the meet- 
ing in New York was that the 
banks said they would consider the 
rescheduling, on the condition that 
the IMF approves a CFF credit 
with relatively strict conditions. 

The committee also agreed to a 
further 90-day moratorium until 
Sept. 30, on the understanding that 
overdue interest is brought up to 
date.

WASHINGTON — Internation- 
al Business Machines’ research di- 
vision has announced two innova- 
tions that seem far afield from tire 
computers, copiers and other areas 
of office technology for which IBM 
is best known. 

One is a process that can use 
lasers to fabricate integrated cir- 
cuits with fewer steps than before 
and to perform surgery with un- 
precedented precision. The other is 
a new technique that can produce 
ihrats dimgnsirtnal models Of the 
atomic-level surface of solids. 

Unlike many large industrial 
corporations. IBM separates its re- 
search and development activities, 
according to Gerald Present, an 


IBM spokesman and phyridsu Mr. 
Present said (he purpose of re- 
search at IBM is to improve exist- 
ing technology, to develop new 
technology and to perfonn basic 
research that might relate to the 


company’s business. 
There ai 


are 360,000 IBM emj 
ees worldwide, with about 2300 in 
the research division in three loca- 
tions: Yorkiown Heights, New 
York; San Jose, California, and 
Zurich. 

IBM was granted more than 450 
patents in 1982, bringing its total 
over the past five years to 2.155. 
Many innovations patented by 
IBM are outside its area of interest 
and therefore have been licensed to 
others. Among them was a chromi- 
um-plating technique. 


The company's research and de- 
velopment spending was SI. 36 bil- 
lion in 1979, $132 billion in 1980, 
$1.61 billion m 1981. and S2.05 bil- 
lion in 1982. The 1982 figure was 
topped only by General Motors 
Corp. at 52.175 billion and Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph at 
52.126 billion {excluding Western 
Electric and other subsidiaries) 
among 776 companies recently sur- 
veyed by Business Week magazine. 

IBM’s spending for research and 
development last year was 27.4 per- 
cent more than in 1981 and equ- 
aled 46.6 percent of its profits and 
6 percent of its sales, the magazine 
sold.

A LI H assail Salamch. one of Yasir Arafat’s 
most misted lieutenants, was blown up in 
bis car as it passed a booby-trapped p arked 
Volkswagen in West Beirut on Jan. 22, 1979. In 
“The Quest for the Red Prince," Michael Bar- 
Zohar and Eitan Haber, two Israeli writers, 
give a fast-paced account of how the Mossad, 
the Israeli mtdligcDce service, tracked Sala m eh 
for months and him. They have 

al ,so tried to blend into the tale of the Palestin- 
ian leader’s violent life and death a history erf 
the struggle between Arabs and Jews in Pales- 
tine before 1948, in the young state of Israel 
and in shadowy theaters of operation else- 
where. 

Abu Hassan, as the flamboyant d-Facah 
chief was known, was the son of Sheikh H aasan 
Saiamrii a Palestinian warlord who died in 
1948 fighting the emergence of IsraeL The 
sheikh’s son was no scruffy, unshaven gun- 
10 ler but a sleek German-educated playboy 
who shortly before his death married a former 
Miss Universe, a Lebanese Christian named 
Gecngina Rizak. He was also a terrorist, one of 
the masterminds of Black September, the Far 
tab subgroup that shoved the Palestinian cause 
into the world’s bonified consciousness by 
murdering 11 Israeli athletes during the Mun- 
ich Olympics in 1972. 

But Salameb’s most fascinating sideline and 
the ooe most relevant to Ms death is not men- 
tioned in this book. As the boss of Squad 17. 
the Fatah security outfit, he was Arafat’s con- 
tact with the US. Embassy in Beirut and the 
Central Intelligence Agency. ’While Bar-Zohar 
and Haber would have us odieve that in “The 
Muslim-inhabited part of war-tom Beirut all 
foreigners were distrusted” and "all Wes- 
terners were suspected of being Israeli spies or 
secret agents,” the truth- was far more subtle 
and paradoxicaL During Arafat’s persistent 
efforts to open a dialogue with the United 
States, Fatah took it on itself to protect US. 
diplomats in chaotic West Beirut after rivfl war 
erupted in 1975. Salameh’s men guarded 
Americans and other foreigners as they were 
evacuated from a West Beirut seaside swim- 
ming club by the UJS. Sixth Fleet on June 20, 
1976. An American diplomat I knew in Beirut 
Id those bizarre yean liked to show off with a 
chuckle a gift bum Abu Hassan — a heavy 
Palestinian liberation Organization key chain. 

As David Ignatius reported recently in The 
Wall Street Journal Salameh was "a backdoor 
chann el between the U.S. and the PLO,” and 
he furnished senior American <t»plnnwts in- 
chiding former Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer, with tips about assassination plots 


planned by radical Palestinian and other ter- 
rorist groups. He is also said to have supplied 
rimfiar information to security organizations- 
in West Germany. Italy and Japan to demon- 
strate that Fatah had gone out of the terror 
business and become a valid diplomatic inter- 
locutor. 

One revealing and heretofore untold anec- 
dote is that not long before Salameh’s death, a- 
grateful CIA look Mm to Florida’s Walt Dis- 
ney World, a place he had always wanted to 
visiL This uniquely American gesture com- 
pounded Arafat’s bitterness and sense of be- 
trayal when Salamch was slain- 

There was nothing angelic about Fatah’s 
stealthy overtures to the United States. Sata- 
meh was no OA agent What Arafat and be 
were offering was, after alt the other fared of 
terrorism: protection from it in the roiled Mid- 
dle East But it is perhaps reasonable to assume 
that a budding Palestiniac-American relation- 
ship, however unsavory its genesis, was not 
comforting to Prime Minister Menachem Be- 
gin, who came to power in Israel in 1977. 
President Jimmy Carter was then on record as 
favo ring “a ho meland provided for the Pales- 
tinian refugees who have suffered for many, 
many years.” Carter bad outraged Israelis by 
meeting with President Hafez al- Assad of 
Syria, on the eve of the election that brought 
Begin to office. 

Bar-Zohar Haber say that the Mossad. 
ended its assassination campaign against Black 
September terrorist chief tains in 1973 after a 
botched oper ation in which Israeli agents were, 
arrested in Norway for killing an innocent- 
Moroccan waiter whom they mistook for Sala- 
meh. Arafat disbanded Black September in the. 
i t ar ne year. The authors contend that some five 
years later the Begin government revived plans 
to kin Salameh for uAat were essentially emo- 
tional reasons. "Israel felt that no terrorist with 
blood on his hand could be left in peace,” they" 
write: "In the late 1970s Salameh’s name was. 
on the avengers’ list once again.” - 

But a risky and meticul ously planned assas-i 
natio n is usually not just an act of passion or 
vengeance. A more cynical and rational ex- 
planation of the Salameh killing would be tiui 
it was meant to disrupt Fatah ’s fitful secret* . 
dialogue with the United States, which, a£ 
Kissinger tdQs us in Ms memoirs, was initiated, 
by Arafat in tixTaftermath of the 1973 Middle 
East war. The secretary of state’s secret envoy,’ 
Vemon Waiters, met with an unnamed .Arafat 
confidant — almost certainly Salameh — in 
Rabat, Morroco, on Nov. 3 "to gain time and 
to prevent radical assaults on the early peace 
process." "Afterwards," Kissinger continues, 
“attacks on Americans — at least by Arafat’s 
faction of the PLO — ceased." Kissinger made 
a point of having key Arabs ana Israelis 
briefed on the dandestme PLO encounter. In 
the ensuing peace talks in 1974 and 1975, Israel 
extracted a pledge from the United! States not 
to negotiate with the PLO until the PLO recog- 
nized Israel's right to exisL

I DLENESS is almost as ab- 
horrent to bidding theorists 
as it was to the Puritans. Any 
unemployed bid. they feel, 
should be harnessed and put to 
work. And Lbe work does not 
have to be artificial: There are 
plenty of natural meanings 
available for those who look. 

A simple example is the 
.jump rebid to the four-level in 
a minor suit, of the type shown 
in the diagram. 

What should four dubs 
mean? Most partnerships 
never employ this Md, but it 
can be used to show a long suit 
— at least six cards and usually 
more — and exactly three 
•cards in partner's major. It 
shows an aversion to no trump 
and leaves partner the option 
of passing, or continuing to 
:game or slam in either suit. 

The four-dub bid on this 
•deal should lead North-South 
to six clubs. Although this falls 
-as the cards lie, it is better titan

a 50-50 proposition. Five dubs 
would be interesting. Tor after 
winning the diamond lead with 
the ace North would have to 
take an immediate finesse. 
This would insure that West 
would not gain the lead for a 
spade play if he began with Q- 
x-x of trumps. 

Even more interesting is the 
contract of four hearts, 
reached in a rubber bridge 
game after different bidding. 

Some European writers have 
pointed out, quite correctly, 
that the right play, a very neat 
one. is to allow East to win the 
first trick. After any return. 
South can maneuver to ruff 
one diamond in dummy, draw 
trumps and run the dub jack. 
At least one of the spades in 
the closed hand would even- 
tually disappear on dummy's 
clubs, and the contract would- 
be safe. 

However, the routine play of 
winning the first trick with the 
diamoobd ace is not necessari- 


ly fataL In practice. South 
ruffed a diamond, came to his 
hand with a trump, and ruffed 
another diamond. 

South then played two top 
dubs and deservedly failed. He 
should simply have led spades 
from dummy, and would even; 
tually have reached his hand to 
draw trumps and make 16 
tricks. •

“but not the improbable.”

Introduced as both prey and bnnterhrfoe 
exemplary first story, "The Blue. Gross,” die 
reverend sleuth has “a face as round and doll 
as a Norfolk dumpKng” with eyes “as empty as 
the North Sea.”

Nelson finished the rain-sus- 
pended fourth round by going 
birdie-par-bogey, giving Bam a bl- 
under-par 67 and a tournament to- 
tal of 2 80, 4-ander. Watson and 
Nelson had gone into the comple- 
tion of the round tied at 4-under. 
Watson had four pars and one bo- 
gey in his final four boles-plus. 

In losing by a stroke, Watson 
failed in a bid to become the first 
back-to-back open winner since 
Ben Hogan in 1950-51. 

Third place went to Gfl Morgan, 
who finishe d 68/283. Calvin Peete

Ballesteros (a 74) tied for fourth at 
286. Ray Floyd, the other man 
stranded on the coarse Sunday, fin- 
ished 79/293. 

Nelson had previously won just 
one major tournament, the 1981 
PGA Championship, and at the 
open be broke out of a slump that 
had bdd bis 1983 «tmmgz to 
S29.543. His victory here brought 
him $72,000. 


Nelson went into the open's 
third round trailing the leaders by 
six. strokes, but played the final two 
rounds in 10-under. 

He had right birdies in the third 
round and six over the final 18 
holes. 

What play was suspended Sun- 
day at 5;29 P.M. because of light- 
ning on the course. Nelson risked 
staying out long enough to finish 

He missed a putt that would 

have given h im a birdie and a one- 
stroke lead over Watson, but he 
bad completed one of Oakmont’s 
toughest holes. 

On Monday, Watson began by 
putting out at'No. 14 for a par. His 
Waterloo was the 17th. After his 
approach found a banker on the 
right, he put his third shot within 
three feet of the bole — but Wat- 
son missed the patt that would 
have saved par and tied him for the 
lead again. 

The only thing decided on Sun- 
day was that Nelson and Watson 
had made the 83d UB. Open their 
own private competition, when the 
rain and lightning ra»nu» they were 
three strokes ahead of Morgan; 
Peete and Ballesteros were 1-over 
both for the day and the tourna- 
ment and Floyd had ballooned to 


7-over fot the day through 16 
holes. 

Nelson, meanwhile, had com- 
pleted 15 neatly flawless holes, 
sinking five birdie puns and mak- 
ing only one three^pun bogey. 
Watson, who had six b inlies en 
route to a 31 that tied the front- 
nine course record, was 3-under for 
the day. 

Watson had said aD tournament 
that he had “a compulsion" to 
atone for losing the 1978 PGA 
hot. when he had a five-shot lead 
at the turn and eventually lost in a 
three-way playoff. Something simi- 
lar happened Sunday. 

Watson held a three-shot lead 
over Nelson after he biniied Nos. 8 
and 9, but be drove in the rough 
and bogeyed the 10th and 12th 
holes. When Nelson knocked a 9- 
iron shot a foot from the hole at 
No. 14 for a birdie u> reach 4-un- 
der. Watson's seemingly safe Oak- 
mont lead had evaporated once 
more. 

Peete, trying to become the first 
blade to win a major golf title, was 
shaky from the start on Sunday; he 
missed the first two greens because 
of poor iron shots, made bogeys 
and disappeared permanently from 


contention. Floyd, who started the 
day two shots Dehind third-round 
leaders Watson and Ballesteros, 
came apart completely. 

Ballesteros was blown away by 
Wats on’s front nine. Watson sank 
putts of 5. 28. 4, 6, 6 and 4 feet for 
birdies at the second, third, fourth, 
«anh eighth and ninth boles. On 
the sixth and eighth —beastly par- 
35 of 201 and 228 yank — Watson 
hit glorious shots. His 5-iron at No. 
6 missed the stick by three indies, 
slopped two paces behind the bole, 
while his towering, drawn 4-wood 
at the eightl] ended up in the shad- 
ow of the flag. 

While Watson's play seemed to 
will after his torrid start. Nelson 
just got sharper. He did little danc- 
es to aid his putts and, in general 
seemed io be having fun in a set- 
ting where most men crumble.

he barely reacted at alL “The only 
thing that worried me was that if it 
hit me, I wouldn't be able to finish 
the hole.” he joked. **I knew where 
I was going if it hit me.” 

That puts him ahead of most 
folks right there.

feet from a flight in “Peter Pan.” 
During a rehearsal for the 1960 
telecast of “Peter Pan,” she 
smashed into a brick wall and 
broke her arm when the techni- 
cian controlling the wires 
dropped the rope. (He said later 
he had been distracted because 


he believed she really was flying). 
After her husband’s death she 


After her husband’s death she 
moved to Palm Springs, Califor- 
nia, and concentrated on “being 
a mother and grandmother." In 
1977 she returned to the stage in 
a play called “Do You Turn 
Somersaults?" It was not a suc- 
cess. She went back to Palm 
Springs. 

But, having broken the ice with 
“Over Easy, she has accepted an 


offer from the TV series “Love 
Boat," after six years of refusing 
it; the producers, writers and di- 
rectors went to Palm Springs af- 
ter her accident and offered her 
anything she wanted. 

She hopes “Over Easy” wffl be 
on next season — only half the 
funding has been raised — and is 
thinking about a television series 
and a movie. She travels to her 
farm in Brazil once a year, and 
visits her two children and six 
grandchildren, and goes off to be 
made a Distinguished Citizen of 
Parker County, Texas (where she 
was born), and other such hon- 
ors, and performs at benefits. 
Next year she is doing benefits 
only for shock-trauma units in 
hospitals, because she believes 
the one in San Frandsoo saved 
her life. 

Her daughter, Heller DcMer- 
itt, is mamed to an ofl executive 
in Houston, and her son. Larry 
Bagman, plays an oQ executive 
on “Dallas." ’Martin said the in- 
famous “JJL" can ring and 
dance, and her fondest wish is 
that he will play Captain Hook, 
with her granddaughter Mary 
Devon DeMeritL now 8, playing 
Peter. 

“I think he would he the funni- 
est Captain Hook in the world. If 
I have to get into my dying wish- 
es, I want him to play Captain 
Hook. I wifi be watemeg. Cram 
where I don't know, but I'll be 
watching.”
